He declared on the witness 
stand that he and the girl had kept 
company three months, were engaged 
and had planned to be married in Sep- 
tember, but he denied that he was in any 
way responsible for the conditions which 
led to her death, or that he knew of 
them before others did. When asked 
about the_ disparity between his age 
and the girl’s, he said she had told him 
she was 18. 

“She sent word to me July 16 to come 
and see her,” he said, “and I went the 
next morning. Dr. Whittlesey told me 
she had typhoid fever. Virginia had told 
me a few days before that she was tak- 
ing medicine given her by- a physician 
because she was ‘all run down.’ I had 
nothing to do with sending her to that 
- physician. 

‘“‘When she was taken to the hospital 
Dr. Whittlesey remarked to, me that I 
ought to marry her.

Sees Little Caste Spirit. 

‘Then why should Mrs. John H. Mc- 
Cluney, wife of the -president of the 
State National Bank, another of our 
board members, be classed as a society 
woman? Her whole interest is in her 
church and the Y. W. C. A. If there 
is any justification for referring to some 
of these women as society women it is 
only because of the positions of their 
husbands. There is no institution I 
know of in which there is less of the 
caste spirit than the Y. W. C. A.” 

Mrs. Fisher, however, would not favor 
the admission of business women to the 
Board of Directors. 

“It is altogether impracticable,” said 
Mrs. Fisher. ‘‘The board meets never 
less than once a month, and often four 
or five times in the month. Sometimes 
the meetings last all day. There are a 
multiplicity of business affairs to be 
looked after. An employed woman could 
not leave her work to attend to the 
business of the board. 

“I know because we have tried it. 
We induced a business woman to take 
a place on the Board, but she was 
compelled to resign. She could not 
give up the time from the business at 
which she earned her living. 

Would Heal Breach, 

“Tf there is a breach in the associa- 
tion between the so-called society wom- 
en and the business women over the 
letting go of Miss Schooley I am anx- 
ious that it shall be healed and am ready 
to co-operate with the business women 
of the Welfare Council in anything they 
may have in mind. 


“Why Miss Schooley was let go I do 
not know. I know her failure to co- 
operate with the board was discussed 
at one meeting, but I was not present. 
Anyhow, secretaries are always coming 
and going. Miss Schooley was a woman 
of rare ability, but we could not have 
her all the time. 


Mrs. C. C. Rainwater who has been 
active in Women’s Cigristian Associa- 
tion work in St. Louis for over # years 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that she 
would not discuss» why Miss Schooley 
wus not retained, but would stand with 


ithe remainder of the board in the mat’ 


ter. 

“This board,” said Mrs. Rainwater, 
‘is elected by the entire membership of 
the association. Once the board is elect- 
ed, it has full power. The national or- 
ganization may submit policies, but the 
board can suit itself as to whether it 
will follow them. ‘The national organ- 
ization has no authority over the selec- 
tion of officers by the local association.

ARMA, Kan., July 26.—Executive veto, 
as enforced by Mayor John Morgan of 
Arma, may result in sending this town’s 
Mayor to the State pentitentiary if he 
is convicted on a charge of felonious 
and malicious destruction of property, 
filed against him today by the County 
Attorney.

NO ACTION TAKEN 


INCASE AGAINST 
JORNSTON'S TYPIST 


Officials Refuse to Show War- 
rant Against Miss Kurtenacker 
to Her Lawyer. 


The mystery of the arrest of Miss 
Mildred Kurtenacker, stenographer 
for Rowland lL. Johnston, former 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louls 
County, deepened Friday when Miss 
Kurtenacker’s preliminary examina- 
tion was scheduled to come up be- 
for Justice of the Peace Ossenfort at 


Kirkwood. 

Ossenfort and Prosecuting Attorney 
Mills refused to tell néwspaper re- 
porters what had happened at the 
hearing and Mills refused to show to 
her attorney a copy of the warrant 
upon which Miss Kurtenacker had 
been arrested. Miss Kurtenacker was 
not in court, but was represented by 
William Grodzki, lawyer. 

Asked Copy of Warrant, 

Grodzki was the only person there 
who would tell anything about the hear- 
ing. 

“Tl went out to Ossenfort’s court,” he 
said, “and found the Justice there and 
Prentice Johnston, a brother of Row- 
land. I asked Ossenfort for a copy 
warrant 
against Miss Kurtenacker.”’ 

“‘T haven't got them,’ the Judge re- 
plied. ‘I don't know anything about 
them.’ 

“At that moment Mills came in, ex- 
cited and out of breath. He asked me 
‘where is your cHent?’ 

“IT told him she was ill and couldn't 
be there. He replied that he didn’t see 
then what he could do. 

‘“‘Ho took out a package of papers. 
I asked him if the warrant and infor- 
mation were there. He replied, ‘You 
know what the law is about a Prose- 
cuting Attorney giving out any infor- 
mation,’ 

** *Yes,’ I answered, ‘and I know what 
the law is about the publicity of a war- 
rant upon which a person is arrested, 
that it fs a public document.’ 

“*That’s my business,’ Mills answered 
me. I asked him what he was going 
to do and got no answer. 


Would Have Girl in Court. 


‘T told him then that if he wanted 
to dismiss the case he could call up our 
office any day that was suitable and 
we would have Miss Kurtenacker in 
court whenever he was’ ready. 

“*T .don’t want anything to do with 
your office,’ Mills replied. After he 
had said a few words more he went 
away. I waited around a while and 
heard neither the Judge nor his Clerk 
say anything about the case. Then I 
came back to St. Louis. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Ossenfort what had been done, he re- 
plied: 

“I am not at liberty to answer any 
questions concerning the ease. The 
statutes give me the right to keep si- 
lent, and I am under instructions to do 
so."’ 

He did not say under whose instruc- 
tions. Mills also refused to tell the re- 
porter anything about the matter. 

“There on State Business.” 

‘I wasp there on State business,” he 
said. ‘I can give you no information 
about this under the law.”’ 

He refused to answer whether the mat- 
ter had been referred to a grand jury, 
and declined to say whether the warrant 
against the typist is still in force. 

Miss Kurtenacker was arrested in St. 
Louis July 18, by city detectives and 
county officials, was huried to Clayton, 
put in jail by Constable Bode with two 
negresses, was held incommunicado and 
was released as mysterously as she was 
arrested,

grand larceny. All efforts to see the 
warrant on which she was arrested 
have proved unavailing. She has filed 
a $100,000 damage suit against those who 
arrested her.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July %— 
Harry K. Thaw in the eyes of the law 
is still insane and must remain in the 
asylum where he was placed on Feb. 
1, 1908, after he had killed Stanford 
White. 

Justice Martin J. Keogh of the Su- 
preme Court today denied Thaw’s ap- 


plication for freedom. The Court took 
the ground that Thaw’s release would 


| be dangerous to public safety. 


The decision did not come as a sur- 
prise. Judge Keogh had stated that it 
would be a brief one and this was taken 
to mean that it would be unfavorable to 
Thaw. 

In his opinion Justice Keogh briefly 
sketched the history of several efforts 
of Thaw to obfain discharge from the 
hespital, 

“In May, 1908,” he said, “he (Thaw) 
obtained a writ of habeas corpus to se- 
cure his discharge on the ground that 
h: was then sane. The question of his 
sanity was carefully inquired into by 
Mr. Justice Morschauser, who in an able 
opinion, decided that he was then in- 
sane and that it would be unsafe to set 
him free. 

Dangerous to Public. 

“In June, 1909, another writ of 
habeas corpus was sued out in his 
behalf, an exhaustive inquiry was had 
into his ganity and a lucid opinion 
written by Mr. Justice Mills in which 
he decided that he was then insane 
and that it would be dangerous to 
the public peace and safety to grant 
his discharge. 

“The present writ was obtained to 
secure the release of Harry Thaw on 
the ground that he is now sane, and 
the quest®on of his present sanity. 


WILSON TO STUMP

Announcement Made He Will Go

SEAGIRT, N. J., July 2.—From Gov. 
Wilson’s retreat, where he has been 
working since last Monday on his 
speech of acceptance, came word today 
that he will put. on the finishing 
touches and return to the New Jersey 
capitol tonight.

T. E. Boord, pastor of the Wylie Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, was one of the 
witnesses heard in the impeachment 
trial of John M. Morin, director of the 
Department of Public Safety.

SAN FRANCISCO, 26.—An amaz- 


ing series of events

The majority stockflolders of the 
old Missouri- Edison Electric (Co., 
in voting to consolidate with the 
Union Jiectric Co. on a i basis 

ch gave the Missouri - Edison 
only 2 per cent of the new company, 
did wh@ was “grossly unjust” and “a 
fraud on the minority stockholders,” 
according to the decree of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, handed 
down in 8t. Paul. A copy of the de- 
cree, received at the Office of the 
('inited States Circuit Clerk in St. Louis 
was made public Friday. 

Instead of 20 per cent, the Missouri- 
Edison should have received 43 per cent 
of the whole, says the Court, which 
directs that reassignment of stock be 
made on that basis. 

3000 Shares in Suit. 

About 3000 shares ‘of Missouri-Edison 
preferred stock were represented in the 
suit of the minority stockholders, which 
was was brought by Attorneys Rob- 
ert & Robert and W. B. and Ford W. 
Thompson. The case has been before 
the courts nine years, and was decided 
against the minority stockholders twice 





before the final dectee in their favor by 
the Appellate Court. 

The total issue of Missouri-Edison pre- 
ferred stock was 20,000 shares, and the 
preferred atock was entitled, the law- 
yers estimate, to two-thirds of the Mis- 
souri-Edison’s entire share in the con- 
solidation.

In case a cash settlement is made, 
che decree sayg, the value of the Union 
Electric stock must be figured on the 
basis of its value immediately after the 
consolidation.

Selling 1000 Shares Short, 
Lowest at $188.

George: K. Fisher of the brokerage 
firm of Fisher, Semple & Co., with of- 
fices in the Rialto Building, is credited 


by other brokers with having made a 
large profit by the recent decline in Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce stock. Well 
iformed members of the Stock Exchange 
familiar with his dealings, say his profit 
will be largely in excess of $25,000. 
The stock declined within 30 daysfrom 
$206 a share to $155, the latter figure be- 
ing. reached after the publication last 
Sunday of the directors’ statement that 
$5,748,000 of doubtful loans had _ been 
"charged off’? from the bank’s surplus 
and undivided profits. The dividend was 
reduced from 12 to 10 per cent. ~The 
stoc khas rallied somewhat and was 
qouted Friday at $165. 

Sold Short, Some at $204, 

Fisher admitted to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that he had sold Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce short before 
the big decline took place, but refused 
He said some of 
the first sales were made as high as 
$204 a share. He smilingly remarked, 
however, that the stock was sold in the. 
{interest of the firm, and not for his in- 
dividual account. 

According to reports circulated in the 
financial district, Fisher gradually sold 
1000 shares of the stock short, borrow- 
ing the stock from brokerage houses 
and investment holders to make his de- 
liveries to the purchasers. Jo 

This is the regular method of selling 
stocks short, adopted by the .New York 
Stock Exchange. That exchange has a 
loaning department, while the St. Louis 
Stock Exchange has not. 
Fisher Aids Decline. 

‘When the decline started Fisher 
helped it along by constantly offering 
the price down on the Exchange, put- 
ting out more stock as his profits ac- 
cumulated. It is said the lowest price at 
which the short sales were made was 
$108. With 1000 shares short, the profits 
on.each one-point decline would total 
$1000. 

H. B. Louderman, president of the Ex- 
change, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he knew Fisher had been short a 
big block of Commerce stock. 

The fact that Fisher was short also 
was generally known on the Stock Ex- 
change, and. when the price dropped 
17% points Monday to $164 brokers ex- 
pected him to cover and secure his prof- 
its. It was not until Tuesday, however, 
when the stock sold around $155, that 
Fisher appeared as a buyer. He took 
several blocks of the stock from $1565. 
to $157. 

Brokers assert also that most of the 
short stock was covered at private sale, 
on the street, after the exchange ses- 
sions closed, and that the average price 
paid was in the neighborhood of $160 
per share. They estimate the average 
profits secured on the entire lot at at 
least $25 per share, which would repre- 
sent a gain of $25,000.

MR. MAJOR’S FALSE CLAIM. 

The worst feature of Attorney-General Major's 
campaign for votes on his tax record as a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Equalization is that 
it is based upon false and deceptive representa- 
tions. 

The claim made by Mr. Major and his Demo- 
cratic associates on the board is that they have 
prevented an increase in taxation. As a matter 
of fact they have not kept taxes down, but have 
merely voted to maintain an unjust distribution 
of tax burdens. By voting against the equalizing 
of assessments in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion of the State they have deliberately voted to 
tax one set of citizens more than another. 

The Constitution and the laws specifically and 
clearly make it the duty of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion to equalize thé valuation of property for 
taxing purposes throughout the State. They re- 
quire the board to bring all property to an actua] 
level by raising assessments that are too low 
and reducing those that are too high. 

The inequalities in assessments in Missouri are 
notorious. They range from 20 to 70 per cent on 
land. The percentages in some cases are so low 
as to amount to an evasion of taxation. 

In 1909 Gov. Hadley and Treasurer Cowgill sub- 
mitted resolutions requiring the equal valuation 
‘ of all property in the State for taxing purposes. 
One fixed the valuation at 50 per cent and the 
other at its full cash value. Both resolutions 
were voted down by the three Democratic mem- 
bers. In 1912 similar proposals were defeated. 

If either resolution had been adopted and the 
valuations of property equalized taxation would 
not have increased. If all assessments in the 
State were raised to cash value, no more taxes 
would be levied. The tax rate would be changed 
to fit the new conditions. 

Nothing is more reprehensible than for a pub- 
lic officer to violate the law and his oath of office 
to make political capital. The discredit of Attor- 
ney-General Major’s disregard of law and duty for 
political purposes is intensified when he claims 
the merit of preventing an increase of taxation, 
but {s entitled to the demerit of maintaining tax 
injustice.

The proposition to abolish 
the grades is made in good faith to meet con- 
ditions prevailing in St. Louis—where, I am 
proud to say, I was born and raised—theories 
and speculations, academic and otherwise, may 
go hang when lives are to be saved. 

Mr. Mohrmann’s original contention was that 
any additional tax laid on the landlord was im- 
mediately shifted onto the working man. This 
we know is not borne out, nor never was, by 
conditions in St. Louis. Except in the choicest 
portions of our city rents are falling and taxes 
are higher now than ever in the city’s history. 

Mr. Mohrmann’s statement that rents in St. 
Louis “are from ten te twenty per cent higher 
than in any large city in the United States” does 
not adhere to facts, (as he probably is not 
aware.) Some large. cities annex larger rents 
than here, some lower: In Chicago, for instance, 
the tax levy is higher than in St. Louls, still 
rents are about twenty per cent lower than our 
landlords get. So much for comparisons, which, 
as Mrs. Malaprop says, are odorous. 

Admitting, for argument’s sake, the the work- 
ing man is the bona fide taxpayer and keeping 
in mind your statement that high rents “in the 
better neighborhoods” are the cause of so many 
“for rent” signs in those neighborhoods, I think 
St. Louis may justly claim the proud distinction 
of being the only city in the world wherein the 
working man is lucky enough to inhabit the 
“better neighborhoods.”

HE aeroplane is the invention of 
the nineteenth century, and the 
fruition of the twentieth. 

Its essential features are main- 

ly of English origin. In 1809 and 1810, 
Sir George Cayley, the father of the 
aerial glider, published accounts of his 
models which coasted down hill slopes 
in good balance, fore and aft and later- 
ally. He determined the power expend- 
ed by gravity in such flights, and estl- 
mated the weight of motor required for 
dynamic flight. 
In 1842, Samuel Henson patented a 
monoplane having all the mechanical 
features essential to successful flight, 
a motor, screw propellers, wheeled 
chassis, trussed wings of sufficient curv- 
ature covered above and below, hori- 
zontal and vertical rudder, Voisin-like 
vertical keel for inherent lateral sta- 
bility. Four years later, his colleague, 
Stringfellow, built) a  steam-driven 
monoplane which ran down a stretched 
wire, and darted off into the air ‘in as 
fair a flight as it was possible to make, 
to a distance of about 40 yards.’’ In 
1868 he built a triplane mode] driven by 
twim screws actuated by a steam en- 
gine inclosed in a steam-line body. Ver- 
tical posts and diagonal stay wires, now 
so common, were used in the trussing. 
The aeroplane glider with a super- 
posed plane surfaces was patented in 
England by Wenham in 1366, and with 
superposed concave surfaces by Phillips 
In 1884. Phillips at that date had de- 
termined, by use of a wind tunnel, the 
value of various favorable concave 
forms of wings very like some of the 
best in use today. 
The present three-torque system of 
control, comprising a vertical rudder, a 
horizontal rudder and a pair of ailerons 
operable by hand or automatically, was 
given to the world by Boulton of En- 
gland in 1868. Systems of §torsinal 
wings together with vertical and hort- 
zontal rudders for controlling flight 
were publicly described by Ader in 
France, and the present writer in 189%. 
Skids for landing were shown on Ader’s 
machine at about the same date. Floats 
for starting from water were used by 
Kress of Vienna in 1898. Patent speci- 
fications for a complete hydro-aeroplane 
with two floats and the three-torque 
system of control were drawn by Mat- 
tullath of New York in 1899; the claims 
being allowed subsequently.

proposed for aeroplane propulsion, and 
several were actually constructed for 
that purpose. In 1898, Balzer of New 
York undertook to build for Langley an 
air-cooled 65-cylinder rotatory gasoline 
engine of 12 horsepower, weighing 100 
pounds. From this as a start, Manley 
built for Langley a radial 6-cylinder 
fixed gasoline engine of 50 horsepower, 
weighing 200 pounds. This was the first 
motor in history adequate to propel a 
passenger aeroplane in prolonged flight. 
It was designed in 1900 and completed in 
1907, after experiments with a quarter- 
size model. 

Having traced the origin-mainly En- 
glish—of the chief important features of 
the aeroplane, we may next trace the 
progress in utilizing them. 

The passenger gliding machine was 
first successfully used by Lilienthal of 
Germany, then by Pilcher of Glasgow, 
and by Chanute and Herring of Chicago, 
who perfected its trussing to the mod- 
ern form of concave biplane. These 
were all balanced by the rider shifting 
his weight as he hung beneath the’ 
surface in flfght. Subsequently tne 
Wright brothers used a biplane glider, 
and Prof. Montgomery a monoplane 
glider, in which they made successful 
flights by using the three-torque system 
of control, previously invented by others. 
The ultimate aim of the human glider 
was to achieve soaring flight: but ‘this 
has not yet been Satisfactorily accom- 
plished. 

As to the first human power flights, 
Ader is reported to have flown 150 feet 
in 189, in a wheel-mounted monoplane 
driven by a steam engine actuating 
twin-screws, and Maxim, three years 
later, rose from a track in a steam- 
driven multiplane, weighing 25 tons: 
and lifting more than a ton of extra 
load. -Neither machine was suitably 
proportioned for stable and steady 
flight. 

On May 6, 1896, Langley launched a 
steam monoplane model which flew over 
3000 feet with good inherent stability. 
On Aug. 8, 1903, he launched a gasoline 
model monoplane which flew with good 
stability and ample reserve ‘power for 
a voyage of many miles. It was the 
first successful gasoline aeroplane in 
history. On Sept. 7, 193, Langley 
launched the first gasoline passenger

On Dec. 17, 1903, the Wright brothers 
successfully launched a gasoline-driven 
aeroplane, which carried a passenger 59 
seconds and landed safely. Three short 
flights were made that day. These fa- 
mous trials satisfied the witnesses and 
many others that the aeroplane “had 
come to stay.” Their aeroplane was 


controlled by an embryo and dangerous’ 


three-torque system, in which the verti- 
cal rudder was compelled to turn in pro- 
portion to the warping of the wings. 
The independent working of the wings 
and rudder system was practically intro- 
duced in subsequent years by the 
Wrights and by, Montgomery, though 
previously invented and patented by oth- 
ers. 

In the winter of 1911, Mr, Curtiss made 
the first successful flights from water 
in a hydro-arepolane, thus adding a new 
».d most valuable realm to the domin- 
ion of aviation. 


We hare thus briefly sketched the 
growth of this wonderful vehicle of the 
air from the time of its first inventors, 
Scientist Cayley and Engineer Henson, 
through its many radical improvements 
to the present day. It is truly a cen- 
tury-long creation, still in the experi- 
mental state, and far from commercially 
practicable But though still an “enfant 
terrible,”’ the aeroplane has achieved ex- 
cellent records. It has attained a speed 
of 134 miles an hour In a closed cir- 
cuit, has flown nearly 14,000 feet high, 
and hes carried 13 passengers at once, 
their weight aggregating 1444 pounds. 
It has flown through storm clouds, over 
moutaina, seta and continents, It has 
veyaged by compass over inhospitable 
routes, from city to city, faster than 
the eagie or the rafiway locomotive. 
When finally perfected sufficiently for 
regular transportation, who will be
